CHICAGO, I11., Apnl 25.—Americin
school teachers, as compared wilh
teachers of other ecomntries, are pall
like banlk presidentis. Even the Ing-
lish teachers, who are regarded by
teachers of Continental Europe as
high salaried workers, earn much less
than the American. Differences in
conditions, but even in the light of al
this the Ameriean teacher is the best
raid in hte world.

In spite of this the American teacl-
er swanis an increase of salary in
many of i_he_' large cities—and Jjusty
is entitled to it, it is claimed.

While the men principals
land earn about FG650.00 a year

and the women zrade Teachers earn
about 250,90, i

3 Women $4.00a Week.

In the Canadian country distriels
few waomen receive more than §$4.00
a weelk, while in Toronto, and other
cities, after ten years service they
may earn as high as $400.00 a year
A man principal may earn as high as
$1.,500.00 in the eity distriets. [t musl
he taken into ceusideration, however,
that in Canada the cost of living is
lowér than in the Uniled States.

In EBelgium a teacher starts with
$192.00 in addition to free rent. Ad-
vances in salary are made wiith Zood
conduct. ‘The advance is not rapid,
but at the end of five years an addl-
-thon of $20.00 a year is made; at the
end of ten years $40.00; at the end of
fifteen years $50.00; and after twenty
vears an addition of $¥120.00.

Salary is Small.

Although Prussia has traced three
victoriens wars to her school teachers,
the kingdom continues to rewanl
thesa services with “encomiums,” and
not with salary. The condition of the
Prussian teacher is not one of luxury
nor is it calculated to foster extrava-
gant habits. In the country the ay
‘erage is $218.00 and in the cities
$341.00,

_ Saxony reqguires two years of ap
prenticeship in school teaching, and
after these ¥ears grants a salary
which may be $120.00 a year or $180.
(0 acecording to length of service.
Slowly Improving France.

French teachers are no better paid
than the Prussians. The French
parliament recently has comsented to
raise the salaries a little, though the
inerease is to be made gradually, and
it will take four or five ¥years to com-
plete the reform. As a beginning it
hag been decreed that no teacher shall
be employed at less than S200.00 a
vear. This applies to assistant teach-
ers, and the regular teachers are to
receive no less than §2060.00.

Italy is trying to be honest with her
school teachers, but parliament has re.
fused thus far to do much in the way
of penslons and salaries remain low,
the maximum in the eity schools be
S2.00.
